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THE LAST DAYS OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

Ten years have passed since the assassina- 
tion of President Lincotn. The event seems: 
distant, and yet how vivid the recollection of 
that strange and appalling catastrophe! How 
tremulous with emotion is the national heart 
on every recurring anniversary of that great 
affliction! What other memory in our an- 
nals moves men so quickly to tears 

Mr. Laxcotn had been near our main army 
at the fall of Petersburg and the discomfiture 
of the Confederate forces. He had entered 
Richmond a few days after the departure of 
Jerrerson Davis. He had returned to City 
Point, spent several hours in visiting the 
sick and wounded, both loyal and Confede- 
rate, in the hospitals there. 

On Sabbath morning, April 9, Mr. Lixcoux 
returned from City Point to Washington. On 
the same day, Gen. Lzz surrendered to Gen. 
Grant at Appomattox Court-House. Early 
on Monday morning the people began to ol- 
lect in large numbers before the White House 
to welcome and congratulate the President.

The city finances are not now in acondition 
to warrant the holding of real estate a long 
time fora rise. Besides, experience shows 
that property qwned by the city doe; not al- 
ways get the beneiit of a rise as if it were 
owned by private persons. The Long 
John lot is also an instance of this. In 1872 
the city was offered $1,666 a foot for this lot, 
which would have brought (44 feet) at this 
price $73,300. But the Common Council, 


though urged by the Mayor and Comptroller, 


refused to accept the bid, and demanded 
$1,800 a foot, which could not be had, and 
the result is the property now goes for 832, 
800, or $1,200 per front foot, which is prob- 
ably all it is now worth. 8 
But while we favor the sale of all unim- 
proved and not needed city property at fair 
prices, we are opposed to the sale of such 
property to one man at a considerably lower 
price than other men are willing to pay. 
This seems to have been done in the block 
near Lincoln Park, bounded by Eugenie 
street on the north, North avenue on the south, 
Clark street op the east, and LaSalle street 
on the west. The Committee recommended 
the sale of this property to F. Wann at 
$50,000, and the Council approved of it by a 
vote of 30 to 8.

THE LEGISLATIVE PROTESTS. 

The Legislature of Illinois adjourned in a 
protest. The Constitution of the State pro- 
vides that any two members of either 
House shall have the liberty to dissent from, 
and protest in respectful language against, 
any act or resolution which they think inju- 
rious to the public or to any individual, and 
have the reasons of their dissent entered on 
the journals.” On Saturday some sixty-eight 
Republican members of the House submitted 
their protest in writing against the general 
action of the majority, enumerating various 
specific acts of oppressive wrong and injury, 
and especially agai the conduct of the 
Speaker, who had been sustained by his 
party friends in wrong-doing. The presenta- 
tion of this protest led to the most disgrace- 
ful scene ever witnessed in an Llinois Legis- 
lature, in which the Speaker was 
the conspicuous leader in disorder. 
On Monday forty-four Democrats pre- 
sented a paper which they called 
a protest, in which they reviewed the 
conduct of the Republicans, especially vindi- 
cating the Speaker, and then both papers 
went on the journal. The Speaker, in closing 
the House, artfully and adroitly sought to 
blunt the point of the unprecedented rebuke 
given him by the failure to adopt any resolu- 
tion of thanks or compliment to him by say- 
ing that the two parties having put on record 
their opinions of each other, all such resolu- 
tions were unnecessary.

The presentation of these two papers, 
however, exhibit the fact that 108 members 
of the House,—more than two-thirds,—in- 
cluding all the Republicans and all the Demo- 
crats of standing and character, by their 
signing the protest of the minority and re- 
fusing to sign that of the majority have ex- 
pressed the disesteem in which they hold the 
Speaker and in which they regard the dis- 
graceful proceedings of the session.
